THE heavy winter weather has put a

One day last week when the streets 
ere slushy with mud and snow the 
treet commissioner washed Lincoln 
square, North Main street for a block 
r two and parts of some other streets 
aking them perfectly clean. He did 
his by means of a hose attached to by- 
rants, and the job was a good one. The 
BFect was not only to make tbe streets 
erfectly clean, but it also exposed the 
urface of the brick pavements and 
rought out distinctly the defects in the 
avements. These defects were of three 
inds; first, that which is caused by 
earing up the pavement to put in pipes 
r sewers; second, that which is the re- 
ult of defective brick, and third, that 
ansed by irregular and Defective foun- 
ations before the pavement was laid, 
t was clearly noticeable that in almost 
very case where the pavement had been 
taken up for the purpose of laying pipes 
r sewers it was not properly replaced, 
eaving in some cases a hog back and 


others a gutter, not only making 


be paving uneven, but causing unusual 
wear in the pavement by the jolting of 
oaded wagons crossing such depressions 
r rises in the pavement. 
The same 


esults are noticeable in the case of 
defective brick and defective founda- 
ions. The people of Decatur are learn- 
og by experience that some radical im- 
iraremeats in laying brick pavement 
n the city is necessary. 
Only a short 


>ime ago the mayor vetoed an ordinance 
lor the paving of North Main street, on 
hs'ground that it should not be at- 
empted until the water pipes and gas 
>ipes and such other improvements con-

* The objection was reasonable and 


met the approval of the majority of the 
council. 
In the same message the 


mayor suggested the appointment of a 
committee of the council to examine the 
method of brick paving in other cities 
and the cost of the same and any other 
matter touching street paving that 
would be beneficial to the city. 
The 


council has not acted upon that sugges- 
tion but it ought tu do so as it is openly 
claimed by some of our best business men 
that the brick 
paving now being 


done in many other cities ie much 
smoother, more solid and as cheaply 
done as the paving in our city which 
shows so many defects, very frequent- 
ly within a short time after it has been 
done and accepted by the city. It would 
subserve the public interest to make an 
examination into this, no matter what 
ths facts are. It makes no difference 
how perfect the brick may be if the 
foundation is not solid and uniform tbe 
pavement will prove defective as the 
brick will be pressed down into the soft 
and insecure places in the foundation by 


eavily loaded drays, leaving a perman- 
nt defect which sooner or later will 
make repairs necessary. The condition 
bserved in the pavements washed by 
ie street superintendent reveals the 
act that the day is not far distant when 
tiouaands of dollars will have to be ex- 
ended in repairing pavements, which, 
.ad it been laid upon secure foundations, 
lothing but sound brick used, and pro- 
moted after it was laid, might nave been 
voided. It will do no one any injustice 
o say that hereafter the matter of per- 
mancy should be carefully considered in 
ordering paving. 


Tough Experience In the Service Klrva- 


tor—Ju«t EncKped Alive. 


This forenoon the first serious acci- 


dent in the construction work occurred 
at tbe seven story Millikin bank build- 
ing. 
It occurred in the service elevator, 


which moves with great rapidity, oper- 
ated by steam on the signal system. 
John McDougal, a colored man, was the 
sufferer, who narrowly escaped with his 
life, fie was oa the sixth floor, prepai- 
ing to move some unused plaster mate- 
rial. He had gone up on the elevator, 
and it had stopped at the sixth floor, 
There is an electric signal on each floor 
to notify the engineer when to send the 
elevator up or down. At the verj mo- 
ment when McDougal was in the act of 
placing plaster on the elevator to 
be taken 
to the 
basement, some- 


body, whose identity is yet unknown, 
gave the electric signal on the fourth 
floor for the elevator to descend, and it 
moved at once with the usual prompt- 
ness. McDougal fell in the shaft on air, 
as the elevator that moment was going 
faster than he fell. A second later he 
struck the elevator floor, only to be 
hurled against the edge of the fifth, 
fourth, third and second floors. Most 
of the time on tbe flight to the bottom 
McDougal was partly in the air, and re- 
ceiving hard knocks on the head. He 
was thrown from side to side, and half 
the time be couldnot find lodgmentfor his 
feet or hands. The elevator descended 
too rapidly for him to catch it and cling 
to it. 


When the elevttor was stopped Mc- 


Dougal got the climax bump which 
doubled him up cruelly, but when taken 
out he was able to walk, and so far as 
could be learned there were no fractures. 
Dr. H. D. Heil attended him. His head 
is badly cut in places. It is expected 
that he will be able to resume work in a 
few days, provided he was not injured 
internally.
